PREFACE. 



The constant service of the antique world exists, even 
now, in England : mjrself have known, and do still know, 
servants as faithful and as constant to one master as any 
of those who are commemorated in this book. But the 
tendencies of our time are against all that; and the 
English people have chosen to accelerate those tendencies 
to the utmost by the manner in which they allow their 
Board Schools to be conducted. They are allowing all 
courtesy and all reverence to be destroyed, and they 
already feel the effects of such a policy. Tu Pas vaulu, 
Georges Dandin^ is all one can say on such a subject 
here. 

Perhaps it is no longer possible to arouse, whether in 
masters or in servants, a sense of the fact that all honest 
service, and chiefly all domestic se rvice^ is worthy of 
respect and honour . But that need not prevent one 
from recording the respect and honour that were once 
paid to it; for which end the few instances following 
are stated by way of preliminary to the epitaphs here 
collected. 

The earlie st monument to a servant which I have 
myself seen is one that I copied on the spot in the year 
1^2. It is in the narthex of the lower church (/.^., 
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the second of the three churches) of San Clemente, at 
Rome. The inscription is this : — 

DIS • MAN 

CLAVDIAI 

VITALI • TI 

CLAVDIVS 

SABINIANVS 

NVTRICI • PIEN 

TISSIMAE 

So this pious Roman nurse, Claudia Vitalis, stands first 
on my list of faithful servants. 

But there were others equally faithful, and in the Chris- 
tian sense equally pious. Blandina, the female slave at 
Lyons, is known to us as a martjr rather than as a servant 
And at least four female servants, two of them martyrs, 
have been canonized as saints by the mediaeval Church. 
I. St Seraphia^ who in the time of Hadrian was servant 
at Rome to a widow lady named Sabina. Seraphia was 
martjred. 2. St. Maura, who was a nursery-maid at 
Ravenna, in the time of Decius. She was martyred. 3. 
St Notburga, who was a kitchen-maid in the house of 
Otilia, a lady of Bavaria. 4. St Zita, who was for forty 
years a servant, sine quereld, in the Fatinelli family of 
Lucca. It is from the chapel dedicated to her at Rome 
that the Latin motto on the title-page of this book is 
taken. And I may add that I owe my knowledge of 
her and some of her fellows to the works of the late 
Mr. K. H. Digby. 

Monna Tessa, also, the faithful servant of Folco 
Portinari, Beatrice's father, should not be omitted from 
such a preface as this. Her monument stands in a paved 
cloister, near an enclosed court, next to the Church of 
Sant' Egidio at Florence, within the Great Hospital of 
Santa Maria Novella, founded by Folco her master, at 
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her instance, in 1288. "Her effigy is in grey stone, 
rudely enough carved, but gives the impression of a 
faithful portrait. It is built into the wall of the cloister. 
It is a bas^o-relievo of an aged woman wearing the coarse 
cloth gown and hood of the thirteenth century. A satchel 
hangs from her girdle." * It is not certain whether there 
was an inscription on the stone from the first or not. 
But in the seventeenth century, three hundred years after 
her death, Monna Tessa was so well known and so much 
revered that a large white marble slab, still there, was 
placed beloW the effigy, with an Italian epitaph, Englished 
as follows by Mrs. Colville, the author of the book just 
quoted from: — "Madonna Tessa, effigied in this bas- 
relief, as charitable as she was faithful in the service of 
Folco Portinari, while she lived employed herself in the 
care of the sick, within certain houses purchased by her 
Master; through the example of her great charity and 
service to the sick, she induced the pious and liberal 
generosity of Folco to found this now magnificent 
Hospital, and the foundation took place on the 23rd 
of June 1288." 

Prudence Baldwin, too, Rpbert Herrick's faithful maid- 
servant, should be noticed, in passing to more recent 
times. She was with him in the days of his " Content 
in the Country," when, as he says — 

** Though ne'er so mean the viands be, 
They well content my Prue and me ; " . 

she went with him to London, and attended him in all 
his troubles there, after the Puritans had turned him 
out of his benefice in 1648 ; she came back with him 
to Dean Prior : " But thou," he says again — 

* Ao/g, — Dante and Beatrice ; a Romance^ H. S. King & Co., 1876. 
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*^ But thou» kind Prae, didst with thy fates abide 
As well the winter's as the summer's tide ; 
For which thy love, live with thy Master here 
Not one but all the seasons of the yeare.' 
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And so she 4id : she lived in his service till he died 
in 1674; and when she herself died in 1678, she was 
buried, as her master was, in Dean Prior Churchyard. 
Her grave there is unknown; but Herrick, in his 
Hesperides^ had already written this epitaph upon her — 

** In this little urn is laid 
Prudence Baldwin^ once my maid ; 
From wh68e happy spark here let 
Spring the purple violet" 

From modem examples of faithful service I take three 
cases at random, simply because they are known to me. 
Marie Catherine Naville, 18 years old, entered the house- 
hold of Madame de L^tan in 1808, and served there 
faithfully till after the year 1842, when the family were 
almost ruined. Nevertheless she continued to serve 
them, refusing wages ; and without any wages she served 
Madame de L^tan's daughter and granddaughter. Louisa 
Schepler, bom in 176 1, was for eight years servant to John 
Frederic Oberlin, the well-known pastor of the Ban de 
la Roche, and to his wife. But when Madame Oberlin 
died, in 1784, Louisa remained in her master's service, 
by her own wish, as a domestic without wages. She 
managed his house and trained his children until Oberlin 
died in 1826. And lastly, in the Life of Charles Lowder 
(Kegan Paul & Co., 1882) it will be found that due honour 
is paid to the Lowders* nurse ^^/aney^** who, when her 
master's family were reduced to poverty, gave them her 
savings, and remained with them without wages, until 
she died, at the age of 84, in January 1859. Charles 
Lowder went from his work in London to Frome to 
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aid his sisters i^ nursing and atti^nding Janey on her 
deathbed. 

I slso^mot ^ui vmis /^r/ir— -know an admirable and 
highly accomplished lady, bedridden and reduced nearly 
to destitution, who is nursed and tended almost gratis^ 
yet with perfect care and affection, by her only servant 
Martha, a charming old Shropshire spinster, whoj, sajrs her 
mistress, knows her Bible by heart, and is not ashamed 
to act on her knowledge, being below the influence of 
fashion and of rdigious partisanship. 

It will be seen that all the servants above-m«itioned, 
from Claudia Vitalis down to Martha, are women.* 
Female servants are mudi more numerous than male 
sa*vants ; but it may be inferred from the epita^s given 
hereafter, that the men are, or rather have been, as faith- 
ful as the women, in proportion to their numbers. And 
indeed I feawe omitted from this book not a few men- 
servants simply for want of room. 

There are in France, and rfiere used to be in England, 
local societies which recognise and reward the virtue of 
faithful servants. I have before me a record of the annual 
meeting in 1839 of one of these English societies. It 
gives the names of no less than thirty female servants to 
whom rewards for faithful service were distributed at the 
meeting ;^and it states that one of these servants, Jane 
Foster, " has tieen forty-six years in her present master's 
employment." I myself know an excellent woman in 
Warwickshire, still under forty years old, who possesses 
four medals, awarded to her at diflferent times by the 

* Note, — David Hume seems to have had a faithful female servant, 
constant, but badly paid. For on his deathbed, in 1776, he gave a 
bond, which is still extant and is in his own hand, for no less than jf 130, 
in favour of *' my servant, Margaret Irvin, on account of her bye-gone 
wages. " 
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County Agricultural Society for faithful and competent 
work as a servant in husbandry. She, of course, worked 
out of doors and in the fields as well as indoors. She 
is now a tidy and comfortable labourer's wife ; and the 
medals, framedand glazed, and bearing a device of sheep 
and oxen, horses and ploughs, grouped together, form 
one of the proudest ornaments of her cottage. 

In Germany * and France and Italy the occupation of 
a woman-servant is duly stated in any announcement of 
her death or marriage. This is rare in England; and 
therefore I will quote two instances of the kind, which I 
happen to have at hand. The first is taken from the 
Yorkshireman newspaper, of 8th April 1837. It* gives the 
marriage, " On Monday last," of "Mr. William Randerson 
to Miss Ann Gawthorp, two servants of Michael Tasburgh, 
Esq., of Burghwallis, near Doncaster." Here the two 
servants are described by way. of compliment as "Mr." 
and " Miss," the notice being probably inserted by their 
master. But the second case is more recent and more 
interesting. It is taken from the Penrith Herald of 6th 
December 1879, and it records the marriage of "Norval 
Atherton, stonemason, Foster Street, Penrith, to Bar- 
bara Irving, servant at the Agricultural Hotel, Penrith." 
This, inserted by the parties themselves, is frank and 
straightforward; and one may well think that Barbara 
, was a good servant, and is now a good wife. 

* Note. — It may not be generally known that in 1877 the Empress 
Augusta of Germany instituted an Order of the Golden Cross for 
female servants in Prussia, or in Elsass-Lothringen, who have re- 
mained uninterruptedly in one and the same family for forty years. 
The badge of the Order is a golden cross ; and each cross is accom- 
panied by an autograph signature of the reigning empress. By March 
1885, only eight years after the institution of the Order, no less than 
one thousand one hundred and Jifty-six female servants had claimed 
and received its decoration. 
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The present volume includes nearly the whole of a 
small work containing 311 epitaphs on servants, (187 
men and 124 women), which was published by Messrs. 
Longman in 1826, under the title of EniTA*iA. I learn 
from Messrs. Longman that the compiler of that work 
was Mr. J. W. Streeten, of Kempsey, Worcestershire. 
His preface, which is excellent, but too long to be here 
reproduced, states that he himself, with the aid of a few 
friends, collected all the epitaphs, and copied them on 
the spot The same statement may be made by me as 
to the 381 epitaphs in this volume which are not taken 
from Mr. Streeten's book. All of them, except the very 
few which are otherwise described, have been copied in 
situ either by me or by some one of half a dozen friends 
or correspondents ; and the date at which the copy was 
made has been in many cases added in the margin, in 
order to show that the memorial was then still in 
existence. 

Of the friends and correspondents just mentioned, my 
thanks are chiefly due to a gentleman not personally 
known to me, Mr. J. A. Fowler, of Brighton. His con- 
tributions to this volume far exceed in number those of 
all other persons together, except Mr. Streeten and myself; 
and I am specially grateful to him for the care, and ac- 
curacy, and grace of handwriting which illustrate all the 
copies that he has been good enough to send me. 

The present work contains in all 692 epit aphs ; 450 on 
female servants, and 242 on male. It will be seen that 



of the forty English counties, several contribute only one 
or two epitaphs apiece; and five counties, Hereford,. 
Huntingdon, Leicester, Monmouth, and Rutland, are 
not represented even by a single faithful servant. This, 
however, only serves to show the area within which Mr. 
Streeten and his friends, and I and mine, have worked. 
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The 105 epitaphs given to this volume by Sussex^ alone, 
for instance, are mostly due to Mr. Fowler's industry 
and research ; and many of the notes upon them are 
also his. 

The epitaphs taken from EniTA*lA, are distinguished 
by a capital E in brackets at the left of the page. The 
III obituaries which I have included in the book are of 
course copied from newspapers. The spelling of each 
epitaph, and Mr. Streeten's spelling of place names, has 
in every instance been retained. 

Perhaps I may be allowed to add that the statistics — 
moral, social, historical — disclosed by such a book as 
this, are by no means wanting in interest and value. 
The book contains masters of all grades, from the sove- 
reign, as Charles II., George III., Queen Victoria, down 
to the small tradesman or farmer; and servants of all 
grades, from the butler and the housekeeper, or even the 
steward and the lady-companion, down to the groom and 
the maid-of-all-work. It contains one centenarian, and 
at least half a dozen men and women whose term of 
service extended to full seventy years. The Christian 
names of the servants, too, are nearly all simple and old- 
fashioned, and are very seldom doubled 

As to the masters and mistresses, I have not thought 
it necessary to speak about them in a Book of Servants. 
But the names of Jonathan Swift, of Alexander Pope, 
of Lady Betty Germain, of William Somerville, William 
Hayley, Samuel Parr, Robert Southey, Cyril Jackson, and 
other persons more or less famous in their day, will be 
found in the volume. 



The following account reaches me whilst these sheets 
are passing through the press. It may fitly close this 
prefatory tribute of respect for an ancient and honourable 
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class of men and women whom our later England seems 
determined to abolish. 

** A few weeks since" — i.e.f in March 1891 — ** there died in the 
Winter Palace at St. Petersburg, Catherine Strutton, aged eighty- 
two. She became nurse in the imperial family on the eve of the 
present Emperor's birth, and she was sole nurse to him and to all 
his younger brothers and sisters. She received every mark of regard 
and affection from the late and the present Czar, as well as from 
the whole imperial family, and to the last she remained the same 
simple and beautiful soul which had first won, and had through 
so many years kept, the affectionate esteem of all who knew her. 
For many years she had received a pension, and had been lodged 
in a beautiful suite of apartments in the Winter Palace. The day 
before she died, the Emperor and Empress went in person to take 
leave of her. She was lifted into her coffin by the Grand Dukes 
the Emperor's brothers. Both the Emperor and Empress were 
present at the special service held by the English chaplain ; and the 
Emperor and his brothers afterwards followed the coflfin on foot, 
through the melting slush and snow, to the English Church, where 
the first part of the service was conducted, after which they again 
went on to the cemetery, about three miles distant, for the end of 
the service, kneeling for some time by the open grave. By special 
command of the Emperor, his own choir was present, and sang 
* The Everlasting Remembrance,' as the coffin was lowered into the 
grave, with all the sweetness and harmony for which the Russian 
Church choirs are so justly celebrated."

It is rather remarkable that a former vicar of 
Langly so disapproved of this epitaph that he ordered the sexton to 
p>aint out the words ill requited. This was done, and the consequence 
has been that the paint has preserved those words, which now appear 
very prominently, while the rest of the inscription has become almost 
obliterated.
